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Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of the applicant's amendment/response and the supplemental 
response/amendment filed October 13, 2005, November 30, 2005 and January 09, 
2006 the rejection of the claims under 35 (JSC 102(b) as anticipated by Ebato (USP 
5,525,671) has been withdrawn because the reference does not disclose nor suggests 
a combination of the specific agitating mixer with a static mixer or the mixing unit 
consisting essentially of static mixers but also a combination of a plurality of 
static mixers different in type in the reactor in the claimed process for producing 
a polyester-based polymer. The use of the reactor having specific mixers enables 
good blending of reaction components even with high viscosity; an efficient removal of 
the polymerization heat and stable operation with a small pressure loss; resulting in a 
high molecular weight polymer with high quality and high productivity without 
decomposition and coloring. Thus, all rejections and objections of record have been 
withdrawn and claims 1-15 are allowable.
